Chuck  Littlejohn’s  efforts  contributed  to  the  success  of  Black  History  Week, 
February  11-15.  On  Monday  the  Ebony  Impromptu  Theatre  performed  excerpts 
from  “The  System”  and  received  a  standing  ovation  for  their  production.  Two- 
hundred  people  turned  out  for  the  “Soul  Dinner”  which  had  chitterlings  and 
black-eyed  peas  on  the  menu.  Many  people  were  delighted  to  see  the 
“Autobiography  of  Miss  Jane  Pittman”  which  was  shown  on  Thursday.  Mr. 
John  Kinard,  Director  of  the  Anacostia  Museum,  gave  a  lecture  on  Friday 
entitled  “Helping  America  Understand”  which  emphasized  the  necessity  of 
black  history  observances.

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Langley’s  offense  produced  a  total  of  100  points,  an  average  of  10  points  a  game,  in 
1973  with  Dean  Christensen  and  Mark  Mullaney  accounting  for  36  of  these  points. 
The  passing  attack  led  by  quarterback  Mike  Sharrett  was  very  effective,  with  a 
44%  completion  average  for  a  total  of  1,043  yards.  His  primary  receivers  Dave 
Royer,  Mark  Mullaney,  and  John  Taylor  accounted  for  864  yards.  The  running 
game  led  by  sophomore  Dean  Christensen  with  294  yards  gained  606  yards  but  was 

not  as  effective  as  the  passing  game.
